well; the othor had the black yomit. On a- 
nother cot were threo children, whose pa- 
rents had already died, and I could not but 
think that it ie be better if the poor chil- 
dren should follow their parents to the spirit 
world. In the room below there were about 
forty men in various stuges of the disease.— 
| There: some.three or four tiers of cots 
in thiaroom. Many of the sufferers had the 
‘black vomit, others were raving and lashed 
down to their cots. Some were groaning, 
others cursing, and a few were quiet. How 
any of thé patients can ever get well, sur- 
rounded as they are with the dead and dying 
and obliged to see every dead body as it is 
removed is truly surprising. No doubt ma- 
ny die through fright, and others, no matter 
how calmthey may be, must loso all hope 
give up in despair. Assoon aslife is out of 
the body, they are put into a rough box 
made by the prisoners of the work house.— 
This box is painted black with lampblack.— 
The corporation cart backs upto the hospi- 
tal, the boxes or coffins are taken into them 
—say from three to four a load—and they 
are thus taken through our streets without 
even a coyer to the cart or anything cover- 
ed over the coffins. Exposed tothe hot«sun 
they aretaken a long distance through our 
principal streets (o the cemetaries. There 
are a large number of persons calling at the 
Hospital to see their friends, but of course 
cannot be admitted, as the patients must be 
kept [as quiet a3 possible. One poor old 
man came to the window of the Infirmary to 
ask after bis daughter, a young Girl seven- 
teen years of age. He wastold he could 
not see her, but that she was getting well 
‘and if he would come the next day he could 
‘seo her. The poor old mancricd with joy 
on hearing of his daughter’s being conyales- 
cent, and left with a light heart, no doubi 
thinking of the pleasure of ‘tomorrow, when 
he should embrace one who was so dear to 
him, and his sole prop in old ago.
